Tho case for (ho prosecution, Mr. Cockrnn
said, was a lamentable failure Thoy had
coino forward wlthn few disconuoctod scraps
of ovidenco of a conspiracy, but their enso
had fizzlod out without producing 0110
scintilla of proof that Thomas B. Kerr had
any part in thnt contpirncy.

On tho words of Jaehuo, on tho testimony
of Porjuror Fullgraff, on tho wild conjec-
tures of ignornnt men, thoy wcro ankcd to

tho eidcnco of Kerr's honorary enroor
of fifty years and doom him to a felon's coll.

" I do not ask for clemency," he said. " 1
ask only for so much justico and fair play as
you would uso before strangling a dog."

In contravention of tho argntuont that
Kerr's refusal to roceivo certified checks in
payment for the $000,000 of Broadway bonds
was fcuspiclous, Mr. Cockran urged tho
panicky state of tho money market in July,
1881. Kveu Government bonds had sunk 7
per cent, below par, and Kerr, deeming even
the best banks unsafe, took the half million
in 81.000 gold certificates, and put tho.monoy
in tho safe deposit vaults.

After detailed consideration of ovory step
in tho granting of tho franchise Mr. Cockran
found that there was no room for oven a sus-
picion of bribery ngainst his client, and that
nothing worthy ot tho namo of truth had
been adduced which ought oven to placo
him on his dofenso.

With a gloning and eloqueut pororation
Mr. Cockran brought his speech to a clcso at
1.15, having occupiod his full tinio ot threo
hours.
